HAVING supported the Cobblers 
all my life I knew what I was get¬ 
ting myself into when I took on 
the job of covering them on 
matchdays for the Herald. 

This is a club that just doesn’t 
seem to do ‘boring’ or ‘slow news 
days’. Even so, the utterly bonkers 
season of 2015/16 will take some 
beating - and it’s unlikely to ever 
be replicated. 

Little did I know after a sunny 
opening day win against Bristol 
Rovers that in the next few months 
I would need to brush up on com¬ 
pany law and attend 50 second 
court cases in Birmingham, all in 
the name of covering this club. 

Although Chris Wilder’s activity 
in the transfer market seemed to 
have gone down well - bringing in 
quality players such as Nicky 
Adams, Adam Smith and David 
Buchanan - there was still a cloud 
hanging over the club at the start 
of the season. 

It came in the form of the steel 
skeleton of the East Stand, a 
botched £10.25million council 
funded project that ended up 
nearly killing off the club. 

The delays on the building of the 
stand had rumbled on for nearly a 
year, and the uncertainty had 
grown after a ‘heads of terms’ 
agreement had been reached 
between then chairman David 
Cardoza and an unknown Indian 
consortium. 

As weeks flew by with no answers 
on either the takeover or the East 
Stand, the unrest grew. 

It reached a crescendo after a 
poor defeat at home to Dagenham 
& Redbridge at the beginning of 
September (the team would go on 
to lose just twice more after it). 

The Northampton Town 
Supporters’ Trust decided to align 
itself with an online 
#WeWantAnswers campaign - 
and the protests begun. 

Ironically, the game in which 


they held it against Oxford United 
started the incredible run of form 
that would see the team crowned 
Champions at the end of the year. 

Nobody knew it at the time how¬ 
ever, as the chairman started the 
process of his exile, saying he had 
been advised by police to stay 
away from the ground. 

From then he was never seen on 
matchday at Sixfields again - but 
despite his absence the team just 
kept on winning. 

Chris Wilder did his best to steer 
post-match interviews onto the 
superb performance of his play¬ 
ers, but the uncertain future of the 
club was eating away at him and 
all the staff at the club. 

In just a month, things spiralled 
downwards to crisis point - first 
the council loan called in, then a 


HMRC winding-up order. Players 
and staff went unpaid, but loyal to 
their club continued to turn up 
even though the club’s bank 
account had been frozen. 

In those glum days where fans 
rattled buckets everyone at the 
club stood up. 

Non-playing staff like kit man 
Adam Moreton, Pablo Garcia, 
Matt Prestridge and Anders 
Braastad continued their prepara¬ 
tions to give Chris Wilder and 
Alan Knill a platform to work on 
for themselves. 

Fans in particular will remem¬ 
ber emotional away games at 
Newport County, Coventry City 
and in particular Notts County. 

At the pitchside of Meadow Lane 
the term ‘crisis’ now seemed like 
an insulting understatement. 


With Kelvin Thomas seemingly 
out of the picture with just days 
until a High Court hearing, Chris 
Wilder finally got things off his 
chest. 

‘Let’s get the bleeding deal done’ 
he roared, and a few days later it 
was. Almost overnight the pres¬ 
sure lifted - and remarkably so did 
the intensity of the players. 

Ten consecutive wins in a row 
soon became a club record of 
undefeated games as they waltzed 
to the title. 

Kelvin Thomas has long joked 
that winning the league in such 
comprehension was ‘never in 
doubt’ - but in all honesty he 
should be nothing short of stag¬ 
gered at how things have gone 
since he came in.

Smith arrived at Sixfields under something of a cloud 
after an incident during a trip to Thailand brought a 
controversial end to his time with Leicester City. 

But his brilliant form between the sticks ensured 
that we’re now all talking about his football - never 
was this recognised more than when he was named 
in the Football League Team of the Year. 

The 23-year-old won a few games almost on his 
own, such as the 1-0 home victory against 
Accrington, and he became the last line of what 
became a sturdy defence as the season wore on.

Buchanan signed on a free transfer from Preston last 
summer in search of regular first-team football and 
it’s fair to say he found that at Sixfields, as he only 
missed 45 minutes of league action all season. 

In fact, the 30-year-old left-back started every game 
in all competitions for the Cobblers and the best part 
of is: can anyone remember him having a bad game? 

His consistency made him one of the first names on 
Chris Wilder’s team sheet and he even ended the sea¬ 
son as captain after Marc Richards’ campaign was 
ended by injury.

OAP’s letter hits home for PCC 


Lawrence John speaks to the new 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
for Northants, Stephen Mold 



One of the proudest items 
which will be in the office of 
Stephen Mold, 
Northamptonshire’s new 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner(PCC), will be 
a letter. 

It is from a county 
pensioner in her 80s or 90s 
telling him about the 
problems she faces while 
walking down her street. 

She told the new PCC she 
sees people selling drugs 
and said this sort of anti¬ 
social behaviour did not 
make her feel safe. 

The woman wrote: “I want 
to report this but I am a 
little old lady who lives on 
her own. And I want to 
know can you keep me 
safe?” 

Mr Mold has said when he 
moves into his new office 
this letter will hang on the 
wall and if he ever wonders 
why is he doing the job he 
will look at it and know it is 
to keep this little old lady, 
and everyone else in the 
county, safe. 

When I spoke to him 
before the result of the PCC 


election on Friday and he 
told me this tale, it clearly 
affected him and he said he 
had wanted to read the 
letter out if he won but felt 
he would be overcome by 
emotion. 

The new PCC said he was 
keen on seeing intervention 
by different agencies far 
quicker to protect and help 
people and was committed 
to maintaining frontline 
policing in the county. 

He said one of the reasons 
for this was when he was 
out campaigning people 
told him they wanted to see 
more police officers. 

And he wants to see better 
training for Special 
Constables so what they do 
is better integrated with the 
force. 

Mr Mold wants to be a PCC 
who will be judged by 
actions rather than words. 

He said: “When I was at 
school I was told ‘his talking 
does not put him off but it 
does the rest of the class’. 

“So I want to be judged by 
my actions and not my 
words and as a result I want 


to raise the profile of the 
office of the PCC. 

“It was very apparent on 
the campaign trail people 
needed to know more about 
what the PCC can do and 
what are his powers. 

“He needs to have a lot 
more positive impact on 
people’s lives. 


“I heard a lot of heart- 
wrenching stories from 
people and I need to do 
everything I can to protect 
them and to make them feel 
safer. This is why we need 
earlier intervention when it 
comes to domestic violence. 

“In one case I heard about 
from a woman I met, it 


seemed her only crime was 
loving the wrong man. I 
have always been a great 
admirer of the force and we 
need to deliver people a safe 
Northamptonshire and this 
will be my number one 
message. 

“My door will always be 
open to the police.”

£3m cuts hit 
child services 



EIGHT CLOSURES: Thornton in Kettering has been axed

The closure of eight chil¬ 
dren's centres across 
Northants has been 
approved by the county 
council - despite a pro¬ 
test and petition form¬ 
ing part of hundreds of 
objections by parents. 

The local authority, 
which needs to save £65 
million in 2016/17, had 
proposed to not only shut 
centres in Northampton, 
Wellingborough and 
Kettering, but to also 
relocate further 13 to 
libraries. 

And just on Tuesday at a 
cabinet meeting, these 
controversial plans were 
approved - which will 
now see the council slash 
its children’s centre 
budget this year by £3 
million to £7 million. 

But despite the savings, 
the opposition Labour 
group’s Shadow Cabinet 
Member for Children’s 
Services fears that fami¬ 
lies most in need will 
now pay the biggest price 
for these cuts, and that 
the move could lead to 
more children going into 
care - resulting in a big¬ 
ger cost to the taxpayer. 

Cllr Julie Brookfield 
said: “Children’s centres 
were set up to intervene 
early and help support 
parents who were strug¬ 
gling to bring up their 
children and just needed 
that extra helping hand, 
so that further down the 
line they wouldn’t need 
the intervention of a 
social worker - because 
when that happens it is 


incredibly expensive. 

“If you prevent a prob¬ 
lem from happening in 
the first place and stop 
them from escalating, it 
is more socially responsi¬ 
ble and it saves money.” 

Also part of the rubber 
stamped plans are cuts 
to children’s services 
budgets in areas across 
the county, which will 
see Corby lose 25 per cent 
of its funding, followed 
by 23 per cent for 
Northampton Central. 

Wellingborough will 
lose 24 per cent, while 
Kettering will lose 27 per 
cent, South Northants 
will lose 31 per cent, East 
Northants will wave off 
36 per cent and Daventry 
will lose 37 per cent. 

As a result of this, 200 
concerned parents in 
Corby rallied together 
last month in a street 
protest against the plans, 
and a further 1,800 
signed a petition - with 
the consultation itself 
receiving 727 responses. 


The children’s centres 
that will close are in 
Headlands, Parklands 
and Wootton in 
Northampton, Croyland 
and Oakway in Welling¬ 
borough, Bugbrooke in 
South Northants and 
Ronald Tree and 
Thornton in Kettering. 

Among the 13 centres 
being relocated to the 
nearest libraries are 
Gloucester and Vernon 
Terrace - moving to 
Northampton Central - 
and Duston and 
Hunsbury which are also 
in the town. 

Also being moved are 
Deanshanger, Duston, 
Desborough, Higham 
Ferrers, Hunsbury, Long 
Buckby, Meadowside, 
Middleton Cheney, 
Rothwell, Thrapston and 
Woodford Halse. 

And services at 
Camrose will be moved 
to Kings Heath which 
will become the desig¬ 
nated children’s centre 
for the area.

Since being elected last 
year I have been sitting 
on the Northampton 
Partnership Board 
(NPH). 

I fully support what 
NPH are doing and the 
team are doing a fantas¬ 
tic job. 

I also sit on two sub¬ 
committees which are 
Human Resources and 
Operations. 

Sitting on the NPH 
board has allowed me to 
voice the concerns of 
Brookside residents. 

NPH are doing a much 
better job than what the 
Borough Council used to 
do for sure. 

My time on NPH has 
made me think really 
hard about the housing 
crisis we have in 
Northampton, which is 
not too dissimilar to the 
rest of the country. 

As a ward councillor in 
Brookside I see two big 
problems which are 
increasing rents and 
poor quality housing. 

I believe ultimately we 
need to build more hous¬ 
ing, particularly afford¬ 
able housing. 

Northampton Borough 
Council has a policy that 
all new housing develop¬ 
ments be at least 35 per 
cent as affordable.

We need to be tougher 
on bad landlords in 
Northampton. 

I can give you an exam¬ 
ple of a tenant in my 
ward that has had an 
awful experience with 
her landlord. 

She has two young chil¬ 
dren living in this flat 
and they are being evict¬ 
ed under the pretext of 
“carrying out necessary 
work” and she is also 
been told that the depos¬ 
it money she paid will be 
forfeited to be used for 
repairs in the house. 

I sincerely believe the 
landlord is acting ille¬ 
gally in both counts; 
withholding deposit and 
evicting them without a 
court order. 

Nationally the Tories 
have spent the last five 
years blaming Labour 
over housing. 

Labour were successful 
in Government on hous¬ 
ing. What we have is five 
years of failure by the 
Tories. 

I think the ‘right to buy’ 
policy introduced by the 
Thatcher Government 
has been a disaster. 

I hope a future Labour 
Government would end 
the right to buy policy.

EMAS is told it 
has to improve

The Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) has said 
the East Midlands 
Ambulance Service (EMAS) 
‘requires improvement'. 

On Tuesday it published a 
report following an inspec¬ 
tion. 

The CQC looked into three 
core services at EMAS - emer¬ 
gency and urgent services 
(across the East Midlands), 
patient transport services (in 
north and north east 
Lincolnshire) and emergency 
operations centres (one in 
Nottingham and one in 
Lincoln). 

The CQC gave EMAS an 
overall rating of ‘requires 
improvement’. 


The key findings include: 

■ There were insufficient 
staff and a lack of appropriate 
skill mix to meet the needs of 
patients in a timely manner 

■ Despite hard work to 
recruit, the service found it a 
challenge to retain staff, this 
is not unique to EMAS 

■ Many staff were not 
receiving performance devel¬ 
opment reviews and statuto¬ 
ry and mandatory training 
rates were not achieved 

■All staff were passionate 
about and committed to 
providing high quality, safe 
care for patients 

■There was an unrelenting 
demand for emergency 
services combined with a 
lack of staff and resources to 
meet the need and without 
exception 


■The chief executive was 
held in high regard by staff 
for her visible, open approach 
EMAS’ acting chief execu¬ 
tive Richard Henderson said: 
“Inspectors found we were 
open and honest about the 
challenges we were facing 
and what we are doing to 
address them. 

“The report recognises we 
have been working really 
hard to improve response 
times to emergency calls. 

“However there are 
concerns our lack of resource 
(staff and vehicles), made 
worse by the numbers often 
kept waiting at hospital and 
lack of capacity to do things 
as quickly and as well as we 
need to. As a result we have 
been rated as ‘inadequate’ for 
safety.”

A £13 million leatherwork¬ 
ing centre of excellence 
could soon be a new 
addition to Northampton’s 
cultural quarter. 

Plans for this new develop¬ 
ment were expected to be 
given the green light last 
night. 

Northampton Borough 
Council has been working 
with the University of 
Northampton to create a 
leatherworking centre of 
excellence within the town’s 
cultural quarter. 

The university has 
confirmed its plan to occu¬ 
py the former Vulcan Works 
in Guildhall Road together 
with some associated build¬ 
ings in Angel Street. 

This new facility would 
house an Institute for 
Creative Leather 

Technologies, a Leather 
Conservation Centre and a 
leathercraft exhibition 
space. 

And the project would also 
allow the borough council to 
bring forward its plans for a 
cultural hub, creating a 
series of managed work¬ 


spaces in Fetter Street. Cllr 
Tim Hadland, council cabi¬ 
net member for regenera¬ 
tion, enterprise and plan¬ 
ning, said: “This is an ambi¬ 
tious plan that will place 
Northampton at the fore¬ 
front of leatherworking 
technology. 

“We are already renowned 
for the quality of our shoe 
production, with the world’s 
largest cluster of prestige 
footwear firms within a ten- 
mile radius. 

“It makes sense for us to 


capitalise on that position, 
cementing Northampton’s 
place as a global power¬ 
house for leathercraft.” 

The entire project will cost 
around £13m, £5m of which 
will be used to create the 
university’s new leathercraft 
centre. 

Initially, the university is 
contributing £2m to the 
project and will pay back the 
remaining costs through a 
30-year lease arrangement 
with the council. 

It will also run the cultural

hub, though these will 
remain in the council’s 
ownership. 

University of Northampton 
chief operating officer, Terry 
Neville, said: “The county of 
Northamptonshire has been 
linked with the leather 
industry for centuries, and 
the University of 
Northampton is delighted 
that our globally-recognised 
research and teaching in a 
sector that produces around 
£195m for the UK 
economy will find a 
new home at the 
Vulcan Works. 

“It will be a source of 
pride to us and to the 
borough council to be 
able to bring these 
historic buildings 
that have stood since 
1875 back to use as 
an important hub for 
the leather industry, 
and this is an impor¬ 
tant step on the uni¬ 
versity’s journey to 
the heart of the 
town, which will 
complete in 2018 
when we open the 
doors of the new 
Waterside Camp¬ 
us.” 

Most of the 


money for the cultural hub 
is coming through a Local 
Growth Fund grant, admin¬ 
istered by South East 
Midlands Local Enterprise 
Partnership (SEMLEP). 

Stephen Catchpole, chief 
executive of SEMLEP, said: 
“We are delighted our Local 
Growth Deal funding is on 
track to create an exciting 
hub for creative industries. 

“Set in the heart of our 
Northampton Enterprise 
Zone, the Vulcan Works

Dibnah's digs from age of steam 



FANS of the late flat-cap wearing 
steeplejack Fred Dibnah 
sometimes spend the night at his 
old quirky house - a shrine to 
the golden age of steam. 

The three-bed property, which 
featured in numerous 
documentaries about him, has 
the Fred Dibnah Heritage Centre 
next door which includes an 
engine shed, workshops and a 
mine shaft - complete with 
winding gear. Its current owners 
run tours of the works and 
house, even offering overnight 
stays in a guest bedroom in their 
house for the real Dibnah 
enthusiasts. 

The TV personality, who died 
in 2004 aged 66, started work as a 
joiner but fulfilled his dream of 
becoming a steeplejack to 
service the hundreds of 
chimneys that once crowded the 
skies of Bolton.

MG launches its first SUV

MG has unveiled its all-new SUV, 
the MG GS, at the London Motor 
Show. 

At an exclusive preview event at 
the Battersea Park show, 
Chinese-owned MG pulled back 
the cover on the GS to reveal the 
new addition to the UK model 
range. It is the first time that the 
92-year-old brand, famous for its 
sports cars such as the TF and the 
MGB has had an SUV in its line 
up. MG also announced that the 
MG GS will come with the British 
manufacturer’s first automatic 
transmission. 

The SUV’s top specification 
model will be available with the 
option of a seven speed DCT 
gearbox instead of the standard 
six speed manual transmission. 

The GS will also come with a 
1.5-litre turbo petrol engine and 
will be available in three different 
trim levels. The top range model 
revealed at the show included 
leather trim and a smart looking 
interior complete with a fold¬ 
down rear armrest and shiny 
kickplates. The instrumentation 
includes a central display screen 
and the car is also fitted with an 
electronic parking brake which 
sits behind the gear lever. 

Space inside is more than ade¬ 
quate for a compact SUV, as is the 


boot and the GS has enough pres¬ 
ence to sit happily in the crosso¬ 
ver market. 

Matthew Cheyne, head of sales 
and marketing for MG, said: 
“When considering transmis¬ 
sions and engine choices, we 
listened to our customers and 
looked at market trends. 

“It’s not only a momentous 
occasion to unveil our first SUV, 
it is also a significant moment to 
announce our first automatic - 


something many of our custom¬ 
ers have been waiting for, and so 
we’re thrilled to be offering it to 
them.” 

MG is assuring customers that 
when prices are announced next 
month, they will reflect the fami¬ 
ly pricing strategy. 

Mr Cheyne added: “Regarding 
how much this fantastic new car 
will cost, it will be consistent 
with our other models. When we 
say our cars are affordable, we 


mean it. The price structures are 
easy to understand and have no 
surprise additions. 

“When we officially launch the 
GS next month, people will be 
able to find out more about the 
car’s performance and when they 
can get behind the wheel of one.” 

Two cars currently come off the 
Longbridge assembly lines: the 
MG6 and the MG3 with several 
models planned for the immedi¬ 
ate and longer-term future.

Nissan Pulsar 



Take a look inside...

Remember the Nissan Almera? 
No, not many people do. 

Well, it was a perfectly 
acceptable - if rather dull - family 
hatchback and it didn’t quite 
catch the public’s eye. 

It’s been gone a full decade 
now and since then Nissan has 
had a runaway success with the 
Qashqai crossover. 

But not everyone needs or 
wants an SUV lookalike or a 
people carrier and there’s living 
proof the hatchback sector is 
alive and kicking. . .witness the 
success of the Focus, Golf and 
Astra. 

So Nissan two years ago made 
a bold return to the fold with the 
five-door Pulsar which uses the 
same engines and much of the 
running gear as the Qashqai. 

Two petrol versions are 
available-a 1.2-litre I I3bhp 
economy model and a 1.6-litre 
188bhp, sporty model. 

Then there’s the 1.5-litre turbo 
diesel which with 108bhp and a 
useful amount of torque is the 
car to appeal to families and fleet 
users alike for its zero road tax 
and high economy. 

It was this model, in top line 
Teknatrim, that I drove. Even 
the entry version gets five-inch 


colour screen, cruise control and 
air con. By the time you are up 
to Tekna level the compact, but 
rather upright standing Pulsar 
has such treats as heated 
mirrors, leather upholstery, 
heated front seats, surround 
camera system and lane 
departure warning. 

Deceptively roomy within the 
cabin, the Pulsar is well finished 
with high quality trim, an attrac¬ 
tive but practical facia and plenty 
of family-friendly storage places. 

If you are expecting a comfort¬ 
able car but not a sporty one, 
then you will be quite happy. 
While it scores well in terms of 
refinement and ride standard, 
even over undulating or pock¬ 
marked roads, it doesn’t break 
new ground in athleticism or 
dynamics and the steering is a 
tad too light to be communica¬ 
tive. 

The six-speed gearbox is 
reasonably light but the change 
has a long-throw action. Gear 
ratios are relatively high which 
benefits quiet, relaxed cruising 
but means inclines may force 
you to change down earlier than 
normal. 

Roomy, comfortable and 
unusually frugal, the Pulsar is a 
talented alternative to the 
obvious hatchback clan options.

Kahn Fotuali’i played his final 
game for Northampton Saints 
against Gloucester last Saturday 
and the Samoan scrum-half 
admitted it was an emotional 
experience. 

The 33-year-old will leave 
Franklin’s Gardens after three 
seasons once his contract expires 
and will be moving to Premiership 
rivals Bath, as was revealed by 
their director of rugby Mike Ford 
on Monday. 

Fotuali’i played for the final 17 
minutes after replacing captain 
Lee Dickson in the 28-20 victory at 
Kingsholm last weekend that 
confirmed Saints’ place in next 
season’s Champions Cup. 

It means that he will leave with 
the club in a healthy position, 
even though his final campaign at 
Northampton didn’t go to plan, 


with them finishing outside the 
play-off places for the first time 
since 2008/09. 

Fotuali’i said: “Throughout the 
week my partner asked me, 
because I’d been a bit grumpy all 
week, and I told her it was because 
it was the last game of the season 
with the Saints. 

“I couldn’t really put a finger on 
it - I’d just been grumpy all week 
for some reason. I guess I was a 
little bit emotional. 

“Now that I’ve had time to just sit 
back and have a beer or two with 
the boys, it is a bit emotional, but 
it’s something that’s exciting for 
myself and my family moving 
forward in the future. 

“I’ve got a nice challenge in front 
of me - pretty exciting for myself, 
as a rugby player, and I’m looking 
forward to it.” 

Fotuali’i will be replaced in 
Saints’ squad by Stormers scrum- 
half Nic Groom next season after 
making 80 appearances for them 
since signing from the Ospreys in 


2013, scoring nine tries. 
Undoubtedly, the highlight of his 
time at the club came when 
Northampton won their first-ever 
Premiership title in his first 
campaign at the Gardens in 
2013/14 and he started in their 
24-20 play-off final victory over 
Saracens at Twickenham. 

Fotuali’i brushed aside sugges¬ 
tions his arrival helped lift them 
to that level, saying: “I don’t think 
I did that at all - I think it was 
down to the players who might 
have learned from previous times. 

“The best thing about rugby is 
you’re always learning week in 
week out. Not matter how many 
times you play rugby or however 
many years you’ve played, it’s 
good to learn from your previous 
games. 

“I’m just glad I was part of it and 
I’m very honoured to have been 
part of a great club. I’ve enjoyed 
my time here.” 

Fotuali’i wasn’t the only experi¬ 
enced head making his farewell 


appearance for Northampton at 
Gloucester, as Victor Matfield also 
bowed out after stepping from the 
bench. 

It looks likely to be the final 
game of a glittering career for the 
South African, who celebrated his 
39th birthday yesterday. 

The legendary lock won a record 
123 caps with the Springboks, 
who he helped win the 2007 Rugby 
World Cup. 

On the departing duo, Saints 
director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
said: “Victor’s been fantastic for 
us. He didn’t come here to play 80 
minutes for 32 games this season. 

“We knew he’d be part of the 
squad and we’re pleased that he’s 
helped us, particularly over the 
last few weeks. He’s played a 
massive part in our success. 

“Kahn has been part of some 
really good times, winning tro¬ 
phies, and you can’t really ask for 
any more. He puts his body on the 
line, not just in training but every 
single week and we’ll miss him.” 


‘We had too many lapses’ says Wood 


Tom Wood believes Northampton 
Saints’ fifth-place finish in the 
Premiership was a fair reflection 
of how they have performed at the 
end of what was a frustrating 
campaign. 

Saints won their last two games 
to ensure they will be in next

Cobblers boss pays tribute 
to ‘a special set of players’

It could well be his last match in 
charge, but Cobblers boss Chris 
Wilder - a man who has overseen 
the best season from a 
Northampton side in a generation 
- must have been positively beam¬ 
ing after watching his side end 
their campaign with a 2-1 win 
away at Portsmouth last Saturday. 

Not only was it yet another 
superbly professional performance 
from a side who wrapped up being 
Champions nearly a month ago, it 
also saw them equal the club 
record points tally for 99 in a sea¬ 
son. 

The last manager to achieve that 
feat was Graham Carr in 1987, who 
helped hand over the League Two 
trophy to this side last week at 
Sixfields. 

And no doubt this title-winning 
side wanted to end in a flourish in 
front of nearly 3,000 Cobblers fans 
in the away end. It was a spirit the 
Town boss paid tribute to after 
their 29th and final win in League 
Two this season. 

“To come and get 99 points and 
today epitomises where we’re at,” 
said Wilder post-match. 

“We got in front, they get a 
screaming goal but we get another 
three points. 

“This group at various times 
throughout this season could have 
taken their foot off the gas, wheth¬ 
er it was not getting paid or the 
issue with the East Stand and then 
going into the takeover. 

“Then going into the last six or 
eight weeks knowing we’re up - 
these players could have downed 
tools and got on the beach. They 
haven’t been, they want to win. I 
have got nothing but utmost 
respect for a special set of players.” 

Those players ensured one final 


win to end a seven-year spell in 
League Two. Jack Whatmough 
kicked things off by steering into 
his own net from Nicky Adams’ 
cross, before Kieron Freeman was 
sent off just seconds into the sec¬ 
ond half for a two-footed lunge. 

It actually spurred the hosts on as 
Kal Naismith hammered home 
from more than 30 yards just after 
the sending off, but a late flick from 
substitute James Collins sealed the 
win. 

It was also another away win for 
this special side, and it’s worth 
bearing in mind they lost a paltry 
two games away from home this 
season, with the second of those 
coming at Cambridge United way 


back in October. We’ve lost two 
away games all season and that’s 
phenomenal,” said Wilder. “We’ve 
been on the road and been tough 
and aggressive and organised. 

“To beat the quality of teams 
we’ve beat on their own patch - 
whether it’s Oxford, Wycombe, 
Portsmouth or Plymouth - we’ve 
got results in different ways. 

“And to keep going, we just kept 
rolling out training session and 
performances. 

“We’ve not had a day off this sea¬ 
son, we’ve turned up in every game 
and that’s a special quality from all 
of them.” 

Although naturally fans and 
members of the media immediate¬ 


ly turn their eyes to what could 
happen next season, Wilder was 
keen to bask in the achievements 
wrapped up this year. 

From being on the brink of going 
out of business and staff going 
unpaid to romping to the title. It’s 
not an orthodox route taken by 
most title-winning teams, and the 
Town boss was eager to pay tribute 
to the staff that have helped him 
along the way. 

Wilder said: “I missed a trick at 
the Football League awards when I 
should have mentioned the staff 
that went unpaid for three months. 
They didn’t walk away because it’s 
their club and they didn’t want it to 
die.”

David Ripley described Northamptonshire’s 
performances in the County Championship 
this season as stop start, as the encounter 
with Leicestershire was drawn after only 
seven overs were possible in the final two 
days at Grace Road. 

After a total wash out on Tuesday, it took 
until 4:30pm on the final day for play to 
begin, Leicestershire declaring their second 
innings with a lead of 313 to attempt to bowl 
Northants out in the remaining 24 overs. 

Ben Duckett was bowled off the third ball of 
the innings, but just seven overs were possi¬ 
ble before bad light saw the teams shake 
hands with Northants 30-1. 

Ripley admitted a poor opening day with 
the ball had put his side on the back foot, as 


Leicestershire reached 311-5 before a hectic 
second day saw 21 wickets fall. The hosts 
bowled out for 332 before Northants lost their 
last six wickets for 25 to be dismissed for 151. 

Northants’ campaign has been beset by wet 
weather so far, and Ripley believes the stop- 
start nature of the games has impacted on his 
side’s consistency. 

“It has been very stop start and I think some 
of that has been reflected in how we’ve 
played, we’ve been a bit stop start ourselves 
in our performances,” he said. “We weren’t 
good here on the first day, but what we’ve 
done since the first day I was very pleased, we 
came back from that on day two, taking 11 
wickets for about 150 runs. 

“If you take out the 60 extras, those things 
hurt you, we talked about it in the winter as 
it’s a problem we had last year. We’re not 


happy about how it’s going and the only thing 
we can do is keep working hard to try and get 
it better. 

“Given a better start on day one the game 
could have done differently for us but the 
rain has probably helped us as knocking off 
300 on a last day pitch wasn’t going to be 
easy. We were disappointed with 150 [in the 
first innings], we imploded a bit and lost 
some cheap wickets.” 

The match also saw the conclusion of Jake 
Libby’s loan spell from Nottinghamshire, but 
Ripley confirmed he will hold talks over an 
extension. 

“This is formally his last fixture so I’ll be 
speaking to Mick Newell to see what plans 
they’ve got, if Alex Hales is selected for 
England it might be that Jake gets an oppor¬ 
tunity at Notts.”

Wilder speculation casts a 
shadow over celebrations

‘Twenty-four, 24 undefeated’ was chanted end¬ 
lessly by Town fans at Portsmouth as 
Northampton capped a momentous season with 
another victory on Saturday. 

However, Cobblers fans had only just got rid of 
their weekend hangovers from a boozy open top 
bus parade when Chris Wilder was given permis¬ 
sion to speak to Charlton Athletic over their 
vacant manager position. 

Nothing will be allowed to ruin a once-in-a 
-generation campaign but there have been eye¬ 
brows raised in Northampton over Chris Wilder 
talking to Charlton, a club whose fans are at war 
with the owner Roland Duchatelet. 

Why would a ‘football man’ even think about 
joining a side whose fans are boycotting over the 
Belgian Roland Duchatelet’s model of owning 
several clubs? 

Answers on a postcard but Wilder has form for 
adventurous moves as he left a stable Oxford side 


to join Northampton at a time of trouble for the 
Cobblers. 

In the end the move fell through with Wilder 
and Charlton ‘unable to reach an agreement’. 
Many saw it as sanity prevailing but then the 
Cobblers announced on social media that they 
‘understand there is further interest in Chris and 
Alan’ (Knill) but ‘had no official approach at this 
point’. 

The rumour mill then went into overdrive in 
Northampton and Sheffield that Wilder’s home¬ 
town club Sheffield United were to swoop for the 
Cobblers manager. This would be the destination 
that no Town fan would begrudge Wilder given 
the Cobblers gaffer is a Blades fan and lives in 
that neck of the woods. 

At the time of writing, no move has gone 
through and Utd boss Nigel Adkins is still in posi¬ 
tion. Any job at a high pressure club will be a 
difficult ask for Wilder, who has never managed 
in League One. Indeed, Cobblers have shown 
that you can’t buy the sort of team and commu¬ 
nity spirit that has emanated out of Northampton 
this season. The 2-1 win at Portsmouth stretched 
Town’s unbeaten run to 24 games after a match 


where Northampton dominated their wealthier 
and larger hosts. 

The worry for the Shoe Army is that Wilder will 
take Northampton’s best players with him should 
he leave and a Town side shorn of Adam Smith, 
John-Joe O’Toole and Ricky Holmes, for instance, 
would be an altogether different beast from the 
title winning eleven. 

Yet, at least we’ll know that chairman Kelvin 
Thomas will fight for ample compensation for 
any potentially departing player, something that 
never worked out under previous owners. 

Northampton fans feel protective over their 
gaffer and warning Wilder off Charlton was the 
same as warning your friend off a drunken love 
interest because they don’t look so great when 
the lights come on. 

As always, no man is bigger than the club. The 
thousands of Cobblers supporters who lined the 
streets of the town on Sunday showed the collec¬ 
tive spirit of Northampton Town. 

‘Big City lights don’t bother me’. Chris Wilder 
should think of the iconic words to the Shoe 
Army chant before he makes any decision on his 
future.

Chris Wilder was still the manager of 
Northampton Town last night after the 
latest twist in the club's fairy-tale season. 

The boss, who led his team to the League 
Two title, looked certain to become the 
manager of Charlton Athletic after the 
club approached the Cobblers on Monday. 

Chairman Kelvin Thomas had 
‘regrettably’ given Wilder permission to 
talk to them, stating that the Cobblers 
‘would not be able to match both the 
salary and the playing budget for next 
season that a club the size of Charlton 
could offer’. 

He later told the Northants Herald and 
Post that he was almost certain that 
Wilder - along with his assistant Alan 
Knill - would be off to The Valley, saying 
he would be ‘surprised if he did not take 
the deal’. 

But in a shock u-turn yesterday, Wilder 
did exactly that, after talks between him 
and the owners of Charlton collapsed - 
meaning he will no longer be joining the 
club which will face Northampton next 
season after being relegated from the 
Championship. 

In a statement yesterday lunchtime, 
Charlton said: “We can confirm that 
following discussions with Northampton 
Town manager Chris Wilder and his 
assistant Alan Knill over the vacant 
managerial role at The Valley, the club has 
been unable to reach an agreement. 

“The club will now continue its search 
for a candidate to take the club forward. 
Any further announcements will be made 
in due course.” 


It is believed that, although Wilder really 
wanted the job - despite Charlton having 
shuffled through five managers in the 
past two-and-a-half-years - that the 
under-fire Addicks’ owner had refused to 
provide the assurances over control and 
buying in writing. 

Shortly after the announcement that 
talks had collapsed, the Cobblers’ 
chairman - who had originally requested 
any deal should be done quickly so that he 
could start his search for a new manager 
- released his own statement. 

But rather than delivering the Cobblers 
fans some hope that Wilder would be 
staying at Sixfields next season, he 
revealed that other clubs had expressed 
an interest in the manager’s services. 

“We understand there is further interest 
in Chris and Alan, however we have had 
no official approach at this point but I will 
be sitting down with Chris to discuss 
further,” Mr Thomas said. 

“As we said on Monday and in the best 
interests of the club, we are keen for this 
matter to be brought to a conclusion as 
quickly as possible.” 

Since the collapse in talks, rumours have 
circulated that Sheffield United - of which 
Wilder is a life-long supporter - have 
stepped into the mix. 

Any approaches by the Blades - currently 
managed by Nigel Adkins - would likely 
result in Wilder heading north, especially 
given his statement on the day Charlton 
approached Northampton. 

“My relationship with the Chairman and 
the fans is going to make this a very 
difficult decision,” he had said, “but I do 
feel at this stage of my career it is one I 
need to explore.” 
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the ability to talk the room into 
the palm of his hands, he’s clearly 
a shrewd operator. 

He’s often the first name that 
comes to the fore of people who 
saved the club - and rightly so. 

But equally so are people like 
chief executive James Whiting 
and media manager Gareth 
Willsher. Both are familiar names 
to Cobblers fans, primarily 
because they too are supporters 
who now work for the club. 

When David Cardoza went 
missing in action these were two 
of the people who suddenly had 
to shoulder the burden of run¬ 
ning a football club playing with 
the livelihoods of its staff. 

It was they who had to face the 
fans after a public meeting was 
called by the Trust to discuss the 


issues engulfing the club. Both 
will have more than earned their 
summer breaks - they have 
earned the gratitude of fans. 

The actions of those fans should 
not be underestimated either. 
The Supporters’ Trust raised 
money under no illusions it could 
have been to start a phoenix club 
- and kept the club’s troubles high 
profile in the national media. 

Volunteers gave up hours of 
their time to do everything they 
could to ensure they still had a 
club to support, paid for a team 
coach away to Crawley and 
loaned £10,000 to help out staff 
who were struggling to pay the 
bills. 

Then there’s Sixfields Travel 
Club, who treated the staff to a 
meal out - a gesture which will 


have meant everything to staff 
and serve as a reminder that 
every fan was on their side. 

Those supporters, equally as 
much as the players and staff, 
deserved the wild scenes of cele¬ 
bration in Northampton Market 
Square on Sunday. 

In any season the team’s exploits 
on the pitch would have been 
headline news, after all it’s only 
the fourth league title they have 
won in their 119-year history. 

For them to do so on the back of 
such troubles makes this unques¬ 
tionably the most memorable 
season in history, even ahead of 
the First Division side of 1966 - 
aptly remembered as a ‘Season in 
the Sun’. 

That side reunited and man¬ 
aged to see the class of 2015/16 


promoted at Sixfields against 
Bristol Rovers back in April. 

A week later and the title was 
wrapped up at Exeter, before final 
day celebrations away at 
Portsmouth were complemented 
by thousands of fans descending 
on the town centre to cheer on 
their heroes on an open-top bus. 

The sun was shining brightly on 
all occasions, a sign perhaps that 
this club was overdue some bright 
days like the 60s, instead of the 
glum moments of autumn. 

It’s been a privilege to report on 
this club in 2015/16. 

And knowing the Cobblers as we 
all do, next season is sure to be 
another rollercoaster ride. 

Let’s just hope the sun contin¬ 
ues shining on them that little bit 
longer. 


John-Joe O’Toole 
Midfield 

One of the stories of an incredible season. This time 
last year, O’Toole was put on the transfer list after an 
uninspiring first campaign at Northampton. 

He scored the winner on the opening day of the sea¬ 
son at Bristol Rovers, but he didn’t start again until 
the end of September, when he grabbed the equaliser 
at AFG Wimbledon.

Coventry City away: Saturday, 
November 7, 2015. Won 2-1 

The story of the Cobblers’ early 
season was, of course, the perilous 
financial crisis and the subsequent 
‘Save The Cobblers’ campaign from 
the Northampton fans. The match at 
Coventry City in the FA Cup round 
one epitomised solidarity between 
fans as the Sky Blue Trust helped the 
NTFC Trust collect money in buckets 
before the match. Just a day before, 
the Guardian newspaper had run a 
story titled ‘The scandal of missing 
millions from council’s stadium 
loan’ bringing home the severity of 
Town’s situation. Goals from Zander 
Diamond and Marc Richards secured 
a win for the Cobblers who showed a 
real grit in securing the win and also 
no little technique. 

Notts County away: Saturday, 
November 21, 2015. Won 2-1 

‘For once we can start talking about 
football’ said BBC Northampton’s Joe 
Townsend in his post-match inter¬ 
view with manager Chris Wilder 
after the hard fought win at Meadow 
Lane. ‘Not for long though’ came 
Wilder’s reply in a now famous rant 


over chairman David Cardoza stall¬ 
ing on a deal to sell the club to Kelvin 
Thomas’ consortium with the staff 
not being paid. ‘This is the best deal’ 
pleaded Wilder hardly taking a 
breath ‘what’s happened is an 
absolute shambles’ laying out both 
his passion and ambition for the 
club. The moment Wilder wrote 
himself into legend at Northampton 
Town. 

Luton Town away: Saturday, 
December 12, 2015. Won 4-3 

With Kelvin Thomas’ takeover of 
the club completed Northampton 
travelled to Kenilworth Road, a place 
of limited success in the past. 

Cobblers won a thrilling game 4-3 
in front of rapturous Shoe Army away 


support. The highlights were a 
sublimely worked free-kick finished 
clinically by John-Joe O’Toole and 
Ricky Jiolmes’ humdinger of a left 
foot winner, moments after coming 
on. Cobblers hit top of the league and 
the Northampton fans partied late 
into the night. Despite everything, 
this team were going places. 

Oxford United away: Tuesday, 
February 16, 2016. Won 1-0 

A real test for Northampton and a 
chance to do the double over a team 
considered one of the best in the 
division. Cobblers showed plenty of 
composure under lights to see off 
Michael Appleton’s title contenders 
and announce themselves as cham¬ 
pions elect. Marc Richards’ penalty 


was enough to secure victory in front 
of a loud and boisterous travelling 
Town support. The argument over 
who was the best team between 
these two sides was firmly put to bed. 

Oxford failed to score against the 
Cobblers this season despite 
Appleton’s later ill-judged comments 
about his side being superior. 

Stevenage away: Saturday, March 
19, 2016. Won 3-2 

Not every win was plain sailing for 
the Cobblers this term and the 
victory at Stevenage was about deter¬ 
mination as much as anything. 

Northampton fell 2-0 down after 
half an hour but fought back via goals 
from James Collins and John-Joe 
O’Toole. No-one thought that Town 


would claim the winner but they 
hadn’t banked on Ricky JJolmes, the 
standout player for Northampton, 
scoring yet another class, late, long 
distance strike. 

The mini marvel meandered across 
the Stevenage box before sending an 
unstoppable bullet shot into the 
bottom corner. Cue pandemonium 
and a mini pitch invasion. 

Luton Town home: Saturday, April 
30, 2016. Won 2-0 

A truly emotional day as 
Northampton are crowned 
Champions of League 2 at Sixfields. 

There are seats in the East Stand 
showing how far we’d come since the 
nightmare of the Cardoza reign. 

It’s fitting that Town bossed a game 
against the flatters, finishing the 
season in the same imposing way 
that had characterised their 
campaign. 

You have to go through the hard 
times to appreciate the good and 
there was barely a dry eye in the 
house as Marc Richards lifted the 
trophy. Cobblers went on to a record 
24 games undefeated and a 
whopping total of 99 points.
